'^'tables. It is a biennial, uidigo.nous on the sea 


coasts of Great Britain, where it is ficqucntly 


. overflowed by the sea during high tides; hence, 


saltorsaltj mumrcj applied to the soil in in- 
land sUuiitkms aic beneficial to it. There arc 
three dUtiiiul species—the White, the Hod, and 
the turnip-rooted. We have many vaiieties in 
culture, but the wliite solid and the red solid 
arc generally considered the best. The blanched 
loaf-stalks arc eaten :i> a suhul, and art; a sine 
cure for nervousness or agitation, giung a pleas- 
ing jiLicidity to the system ; a poition should be 
taten with dinner every day, hut only in such 
quantities as may suit the stomach, some per- 
sons bulng able tu u&o larger portions than 
others, the same as with allot her kimU of food. 
'J'ltc green leaves and green stalks are poison ; 
but small quantities are cooked in soups, stows 
and stuffings to give fine, flavors, and that way 
they are wholesome. .Extracts lioiu celery are 
lar^ly made ami used as medicine and for fla- 
voring purposes. 


Lachtca 6'afica is our Lettuce; it is an an- 


imal ami a native of many countries. There
